As I have not completed a year’s work with the schools 
in Millis, Ican only tell what has been done through the 
month of December, and what is expected to be done during 
the remaining school months, In the drawing work I am 
following a course which ¢ ‘des the whole subject into four 
departments; nature drawing, mechanical dé wing, object 
drawing, and design. Teach subject is graded and arranged 
to benefit the various classes. Written plans are given to the 
teachers to enable them to give more instruction and drill to 
the pupils during the week. 

Owing to the limited time the sewing and manual work 
progress very slowly. Once in two weeks the pupils in the 
four upper grades sew oF make baskets for forty-five minutes. 
At present the boys have been making Indian baskets and 
small desk stands from paper rope. Later they may make 
small objects from cardboard and leather. 

I enjoy working with the boys and girls in Millis and I 
appreciate the willing aid and kindness of the teachers.
